COMMODITY  MOBILIZATION  PLAN  STUDIED  CONVICTION  TOLD  ON  PACIFIC  PROBLEMS 

Program  For  2nd  Quarter  Of  Fiscal  Y-ar  Decided  As  Japanese  Envoy  Confers  With  USA  Chief  Executive 
I  Pr<> Posed  By  Governor  Of  Planning  Board;  For  45  Minutes;  Secretary  Of  State  Hull 

Key  Points  Of  Scheme  Announced  Present .  Pen(ling  Matters  Discussed 


The  scheme  had  eagerly  hern 
i  studied  by  the  1'lanning  Hoard  and

p  blish  a  strong  wartime  system  in  the 
midst  of  the  complicated  international 
'  situation. 

j  Governor .  Suzuki  of  the  Planning 
Hoard  intiVduird  and  explained  the

j  Cabinet  meeting,  it  having  been 
drafted  among  those  concerned,  the 
plan  v  as  formally  approved  alter 
discussion. 

The  Government  the  v«me  after¬ 
noon  issued  a  communiqu  e  in  the 
form  of  verbal  statement  bv  Gov¬ 
ernor  Suzuki,  is  follow  s: 

“1  he  Government  previously  set 
the  scheme  for  the  enforcement  of 
the  commodity  mobilization  plan  for 
the  1st  quarter  of  the  19*1-2  fiscal 


year.  The  Government  however  iiav 
examined  and  studied  various 
measure'  necessary  for  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  wartime  system  in 
response  to  the  international  situa¬ 
tion  which  lias  since  undergone  a 
»uddcn  change.  The  Government 
thus  drafted  the  commodity  niobih- 
ration  scheme  for  and  after  the  2nd 
quarter  of  the  19*1-2  fiscal  year  and 
nht  lined  the  Cabinet  decision  on  it 
today . 

"  In  lh«  currant  schema,  im¬ 
portance  i(  attaclied  to  Uva  4  points

pleta  allocution  of  tha  China  Em- 
argancy  end  tha  prompt  completion 
of  tha  wartimo  lyitem  to  meat  the 
now  international  situation. 

“As  regards  the  supply  of  com¬ 
modities  for  the  1911-2  fiscal  year, 
various  counter-measures  have  been 
taken  in  anticipation  of  n  si  Mi  it  inn 
in  which  iinportv  from  third  powers 
might  become  difficult.  Accordingly, 
there  is  no  fear  that  a  hitch  will 
oicue  in  the  execution  of  this  com¬ 
modity  mobilization  scheme. 

“A  proper  cut  has  been  effected 
in  commodities  for  Government  or 
civilian  consumption.  Efforts  will  be 
made  in  order  to  he  able  to  secure 
the  best  results  with  the  minimum 
resources,  through  such  measures  as 
Hie  increase  of  efficiency,  rationalir.v- 
tiun  of  consumption,  and  adjusting 
of  distribution  organs  based  on  their 
relative  importance. 

“Simultaneously  the  Government 
will  urge  the  reclamation  of  more 
resources  and  strengthen  consumption 
control  designed  for  the  smooth  ex¬ 
ecution  of  the  commodity  mobilisa¬ 
tion  scheme. 

“The  enforcement  of  the  commodi¬ 
ty  mobilization  scheme  depends  upon 
a  strong  war  sense  and  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  officials  and  the  people.  The 
nation,  with  Indomitable  deter. nina- 
tion  to  deal  with  the  situation,  is  re¬ 
quested  to  strive,  acting  with  llie 
Government  as  one  body,  for  I' 
establishment  of  the  fm  •  '  o  *>f 
national  prosper!  " 


I  he  Government,  at  the  Cabinet  meeting  on  August  22.  formally  de- 
•  cided  the  national  commodity  mobilization  plan  for  and  after  the  2nd 
|  quarter  of  the  1941-2  fiscal  year,  as  proposed  by  Lieut.-General  Teiichi 
Suzuki,  governor  of  the  Planning  Board. 

The  key  points  of  the  scheme  are:  (I)  Prompt  expansion  of  arma¬ 
ments;  (2)  Establishment  of  a  system  of  autarchy  for  important  resources 
[  in  the  East  Asia  Co-prosperity  Sphere,  especially  the  maintenance  of  steel 
and  coal  production;  (3)  Maintenance  of  the  lowest  limit  for  the  nation's 
living  necessities;  and  (4)  Strict  harmony  between  the  commodity  mobili¬ 
zation  scheme  and  ihe  marine  transportation  plan. 

Verbal  Statement  Issued  By  Governor  Suzuki 


Ihe  Cjlnnet  sat  in  an  extraordinary  session  on  Friday.  August  29, 
from  1.30  to  2.10  pm.,  in  addition  lo  ihe  regular  Cabinet  meeting  in  the 
morning,  in  view  of  the  mounting  tension  in  ihe  international  situation.
